LETTER FROM LAUDERDALE. 


DovuBLt BRIDG 
LAUDERDALE Co., TENNE:SER, Feb. 28, 1869. 5 


Since writing my letter at Covington I 
have traveled upwards of sixty miles 
through Tipton and Lauderdale counties, 
and have been present at two large and 
respectable meetipgs of the citizens of 
the latter, called in’ the interest uf the 
Mississippi River Railroad. At these 
meetings a fair opportunity has been 
afforded of judging of the men who own 
and cultivate the soil of Lauderdale, and 
who have made the county what it is in 
wealth and intelligence. Isolated as 
they are from the great stream and cur- 


jrent of humanity—without railroad or 


telegraphic communication, an= denied 
the postal facilities that before the wer 
they enjoyed—it was a surprise to find 
these men eo far advanced in knowledge 
of whatis needed toa complete devel- 
opment of their country and possessed of 
a spirit and energy for modern improve- 
nient that indexed an uncontrollable 
eagerness for the railroad and all that it 
will bring to them. Two or three out of 
so many hundred opposed the scheme 
captiously, but these were overborne by 
their neighbors and friends, and suc- 
cumbed with what grace they could.to 
the inevitable destiny forced by the in- 


dustry of Mr. MITCHELL, and in spite of 


the feeble opposition of the Memphis 
**ring.”’ At Durbamville, a very 
pleasantly situated town, but 
consisting of mot more than half a 
dozen houses, a meeting was held in the 
school-house of Mr. THOMPSON, and was 
presided over by Mr. HARDIN J. TuR- 
NER, one of the most influential gentle- 
men of the neighborhood, as peculiar for 
his mental attainments as for his phy- 


erful man. He is a philosopher in the 
real sense of the term. A constant and 
steady, if not a profound thinker, a close 
reasoner, and a good ‘‘talker,’’ with a 
capacious memory; you may well im- 
agine him one of the most sociable of 
men and the best of companions. He 
was just the man for the situation. 
Briefly reciting the objects of the meet- 
ing, he introduced the speaker and took 
his seat. His presence and position as 
chairman inspired the friends of the 
measure with confidence, and justly so, 
since the result was a unanimous’ 
conclusion in favor of the Missis- 
sippi River Railroad. Myself and 
companion spent that (Thursday) night 
at Mr. TURNER’S house, and most epjoy- 
ably. The annals of West Tennessee 
were repeated to us, and anecdote after 
anecdote, illustrative of the lives of the 
pioneer worthies, most of whom have 
long since been laid away at rest. The 
history of the bar of Lauderdale was 
given us, and its members painted to 
the life; preachers and their mission 
were discussed, and doctrinal) points, 
with a quaint gravity that no 
character that I have ever read of or met 
with could illustrate for your apprecia- 
tion. We left our philosopher with 
much regret, and made the journey to 
this place, twenty-three miles, by night- 
fall of Friday, stopping on the way for

At the close 
of the meeting, andina few minutes, 
we return to Gen. CONNER’S, where we 
remain until Mondsy, when we attend 
the meéting of the County Court at R’p- 
ley, and will urge the subsidy of the 
road, already 
Wherever I have traveled, 1am happy 
to say, Ihave met none but friends of 
the APPEAL. In many instances eub- 
scribers of twenty years’ or more prcf- 
fered kindneeses and congratulations 
that the old newspaper that for so many 
years had carried the history of the 
times into their households, was flourish- 
ing, and jikely to flourish long after they 
and the writer were mivgling with 
kindred dust. The interest thus mani- 
fested in the paper was, you may be sure, 
@ passport to my heart, and is something 
to bé treasured. At this place quite a 
club of subscribers was made up for our . 
W EEKLY,and more was promised when I 
reach Ripley. The uncompromising at- 
titude of the APPEAL on all questions 
affecting the welfare of the people was 
the tifeme of its supporters in this re- 
ion. 
In traveling through Lauderdale I 
have been astonished at the immense 
quantity and variety of merchantable 
timber that on every hand awaits the 
coming of the railroad to find buyers 
and a market. Not the least of the val- 
ues of the county, even under present 
disadvantages, it must become, with the 
Mississippi River Railroad to carry it 
North or South, a source of immente 
profit to the people and revenue to the 
State. Oak, poplar, walnut, hickory 
and gum are in great abundance, and of 
a growth that must insare to the owners 
fortunes from these alone. In conversa- 
tions with many of the largest property 
owners, I found a disposition prevalent 
to encourage immigration by such sub- 
divisions of land as will suit, not alone 
those ef the people of the Northern States 
who desire to settle here, but the hardy 
thousands who are leaving Europe for 
homes and independence in the West. 
How many of these can be accommo- 
dated in Lauderdale county it would be 
difficult to compute. You can, however, 
have some ides, when you know that 
not one-fourth of all the lands are under 
cultivation, The want of a means of 
communication, such as the Mississippi 
River Railroad will afford, has operated 
as aseal to close to the outside world 
these millions of acres of the best lands 
in the State of Tennessee. In order to 
reach Memphis by the river, the Missis- 
sippi bottom, rly eight miles in ex- 
tent, has to traversed, with many 
riske of stalling and utter break down.

Immi- 
grants will pour in in answer to the 
hearty invitation of a hospitable, warm- 
hearted people; acres now lying idle and 
uncultivated for want of men to work 
them will then answer back to the labor 
of willing bands the most bounteous of 
harvests. Memphis will no longer be 
compelled to look to LMlinois and 
the far west for butter, eggs, pota- 
toes, flour, chickens, hay, and 
other essentials to life. These 
will all be raised in abundance up here 
in Lauderdale, in Tipton, Dyer, Obion 
and Hardeman; and, by the new rail- 
road, will find quick transit to our mar- 
ket, and there be purchased by the hun- 
dreds whose business they make It to 
retail these necessaries to the needy 
thousands. Gentlemen of wealth in 
this section are alive to the changes that 
are taking place, and that will be forced 
by the railroad, and are making prepa- 
tions to avail themselves of them. They 
speak of factories—cotton and woolen— 
and already have projected at Ripley 
what promises to be the largest flouring 
mill in the State. But of thie I will 
write you when I reach that point.

LETTER FROM RIPLEY, TENN. 


RivLeEY, LAUDERDALE CouNTY, TENN., 
March 1, 1869. 


We enjoyed the generous hospitality 
of Gen. WILLIAM CONNER Saturday 
night and Sunday, and, at his attractive 
home-place, met a number of leadinpg 
gentiemen of this and Tipton and Hay- 
wood counties, all of whom we found 
hearty supporters of the Missiesippi River 
Railroad. Early on Monday morning 
we started for this pleasant town and 
airived here about eleven o’clock. At 
twelve the Railroad meeting was called 


to order in the Presbyterian Church, 


and Mr. MITCHELL immediately com- 
menced his explanation of the chart 
of his Railroad, fur which I found 
the people clamorous. His epeech 
extended two hous, and was 
replete with every argument that 
could be adduced in favor of the great 
‘enterprise. His audience of over one 
hundred and fifty persons, were attentive 
listeners, frequeatly applauding and gen- 
erally acquiescing in all the points he so 
ably elucidated. Dr. Lea, President of 
the Tennessee Contral Railroad, some 
day, perhaps, to run from Fulton, 
on the Mississippi river, to Nash- 
ville, was the only out-spoken op- 
ponent that Mr. MITCHELL -encoun- 
tered, and what he said was so evidently 
suggested in the interest of his own en- 
terprise that his remarks were rather 
beneficial than otherwise. After the 
close of the meeting, dismissed by Mr. 
M. with a pungent reply to Dr. LEA, the 
magistrates assembled, and upon a thor- 
ough official investigation of the plans 
and prospects of the Company, a. vote 
was called for, Judge THOMPSON leading 
off with an affirmative that was followed 
by ten others, leaving but two negatives 
out of thirteen magistrates present. In 
accordance with this very decisive vote 
an order was entered that Lauderdale 
county subseribe $150,000 to the capital 
stock of the Mississippi River Railroad, 
payablein five annual instalments of 
$30,000 each, to be certified to by the 
County Judge and the Clerk of the Court. 
This complied with we left, and with 
such evidence of the good will of the 
people of Ripley for the APPEAL ae 
twenty subscribers can afford. 

In passing through this county from 
Double Bridges to Ripley, we met up 
with a great many of its well-to-do peo- 
ple, some of whom were quite anxious 
in regard to the possibilities of litigation 
with Shelby county on the part of ‘the 
ring,’’ with a view to break down and 
ruin the enterprise they have sought in 
so many waystocontrol. Your corres- 
pondent was not long in tracing such 
rumors to their source. Emanating 
from that well of malice whence has is- 
sued so much that is unjust towards this 
corporation and its officers, it was, you 
may be assured, very thoroughly neu- 
tralized by the testimony of two or three 
Memphians present, and several influ- 
ential citizens whose freyuent corres- 
pondence with Memphis, enables them 
to be posted as to her affairs and public 
sentiment within her limits. The prob- 
ability of ‘‘ the ring’’ engaging in any- 
thing of the kind was denied, and the 
possibility of any other number of citi- 
zens of Memphis embarking in an at- 
tempt to inflict damage upon a railroad 
that. promises so much for our city, 
was derided. I mention this merely 
to show to your readers the extent 
to which the persons who want to pos- 
sess themselves of the Mississippi River 
Railroad have gone to break down the 
integrity and standing of the officers and 
stockholders. Afier the above emphatic 
endorsement of the people of Lauder- 
dale, we do not again expect to hear of 
movements so unworthy persons of sense 
and character. If your correspondent 
has learned anything by this brief trip 
to Tipton and Lauderdale, it is that the 
people are enthusiastic in their desire 
for communication with Memphis, by 
the Mississippi River Railroad; and the 
man or men, who for selfish pur- 
pose, would interfere, in the slightest 
way, with the furtherance of the present 
project to that end can but be viewed 
ai enemies to the progress and welfare 
of our young and thriving city. 

Ripley promises to be a place of impor- 
tance. The citizens are public spirited 
and energetic, and only await the com- 
ing of the Railroad to enter upon a 
career of almost unexampled prosperity. 
A new court-house is now in course of 
construction, and a large flouring mill 
will shortly be in operation. 

A eotton mill is talked of as among 
the possibilities in the near future and 
thrifty and enterprising farmers of the 
vicinity are preparing for the gompletion 
cf the railroad by the establishment of 
nurseries and orchards and the organiza- 
tion of an agricultural and horticultural 
society. Asan earnest of their dispo- 


sition in this respect Iam oredibly in- 
formed that, notwithstanding a defective 


‘cumstances connect 


postal service, egricultural papers are 
well patronized and a thriving business 
already established in the sale of seeds 
and fruit trees of all kinds. Cotton, the 
farmers of Tipton and Lauderdale 
promise, is to be asurplus crop. Wheat 
is engaging their attention; and corn 
and stock share largely. After they 
have prepared for their ‘homes and 
hearths ” they will look up something 
for the people of the cities and towns to 
whom they are naturally tributary. 
Pears from this vicinity sold last year in 
Chicago for $13 per bushel and apples $9, 
and other fiuits in like proportion; 
while snaps, squashes, potatoes 
and other vegetables brought prices 
equally favorable to the grower. 

These are facts not to be forgotten and 
that have had a marked effect in quick- 
ening the enterprising spirit of this peo- 
ple. Dr. ALLSTON and Mr. GIVEN, of 
Fulton, are preparing to enter largely 
into the business of fruit and vegetable 
growling for foreign markets, and have 
flattering prospects of realizing hand- 
somely from it. 

I make my acknowledgements for 
many courtesies and kindnesses to Gen. 
CONNER and the members of his accom- 
plished family; to Sheriff SLAUGUTER, 
of Tipton, Sheriff Warp.taw, of Lau- 
derdale, and his deputies, BELOTE and 
McCALABE, the former of whom proved 
himeelf a warm friend of the APPEAL.

CHINESE-AMERICAN PIRATE. 


An American Vessel Seized by 
Coolies. 


Some months since, our readers will 
remember, the Admiral commanding cur 
Asiatic equadron received information 
that a merchant bark named Cayolti 
had put into Hakodadi under very pecu- 
liar circumstancer. It was supposed she 
was a pirate, sailing under 
colors. The Admiral accordingly di- 
rected the commander of the Iroquois to 
proceed to the pcint where the vesvel lay 
and investigate the matter. He did so, 
and made his report as follows: 

UNITED STATES STEAMER IROQUOIS, 
AT SEA, November 20, 1868. 
rt i Je 
C, Rowan, Commanding Asi 

Sir: I bave the honor to report that in 
obedience te your orders of October 22, I 
proceeded to * * Hakodadi, where 
{ arrived on the afternocn of the lat of 
November. ‘The following morning I 
visited the bark Cayolti, in company 
with the United States Consul, and gave 
her a thorough overhauling, which re- 
suited in the discovery of her sea letter, 
crew list, clearance, and other papers 
signed and seaied by the United States 
Consul at Callao, Peru. We found on 
board one United States flag and an 
Eoglish and Spanish ensign. A China- 
man who had been on board of her some 
two or three years stated that during 
that time she had always sailed under 
the American flag. aving satisfied 
myself that she had undoubtedly been 
using our colors, I began an investiga- 
tion of the Chinaman, to arrive, if possi- 
ble, at some of the facts, and solve the 
greet mystery connected with the affair. 

he vessel cleared from Callao on the 
16th of January last, and sailed for Pas- 
camayo and*other ports in ike north of 
Peru, having received on board, from 
the ship Esperanza and another vessel 
then lying in the harbor, some forty - 
eight Chinese coolies. On the morning 
of the third day out, the Chinese, armed 
with hatchets and spades, rushed on 
deck and drove the mate and watch 
overboard; they then lowered the boat 
and dispatched them while struggling in 
water, and rejurning, hoisted ‘the 

oat. 
brought on deck, and all but the captain 
and his Chinese servants were made fast 
to an anchor, which was let go, taking 
them with it to the bottom of the sea. 
All the stateme ats agree that the captain 
was retained on condition that he would 
take the vessel to China. There is no 
doubt that she brought up on the coast 
of Kamaschatka, or some of the islands 
in that vicinity; and they were evi- 
dently in the ice, as* they say that some 
of the natives came alongside of the ves- 
sel dressed iu furs, and rode on sledges 
drawn by dogs. Besides, a quantity of 
furs was found about the vesvel and on 
the ns of the Chinese. The copper 
is Nikawtas torn off in several places. A 
few days after arriving at the island (as 
they call it) the captain, who, up to that 
time, had been confined in the mate’s 
room, was allowed to go on shore for 
provisions, taking with him his Chinese 
servant. Neither of them returned to 
the bark. A few days after the captain 
had left, a gale sprung up which parted. 
the chain. Eventually they brought up 
in Volcano Bay, to the north of Hako- 
dadi, where they remained for two or 
three weeks, and then were piloted into 
Hakodadi by two Japauese. After the 
investigation 1 ordered a survey upon 
the vessel. Finding it impossibie to fit 
her fora winter voyage to Shanghai, I 
overhauled her as thoroughly as pos:ible, 
caulked the hatches, moored her securely 
and left her in charge of the United 
States Consul, who reports all the cir- 
with the case to 
Gen. Van Vaikenburgh, eur Minister to 
Japan. The Japanese authorities agreed 
to keep charge of the Chinese and look 
out for the vessel. From the statement 
of the captain of the ship, Doleres Ny- 
yarte, bafore the Governor of Macao, it 
would appear that there were $12,000 or 
$15,000 on board the Cayolti. About 
$1800 in gold and silver were recovered, 
and are now in the hands of the United 
States Consul at Hakodadi. Bafore leav- 
ing Hakodadi I visited the Chefuadji or 
Governor, On his returning my visit I 
gave him the customary saiute and en- 


tertainment, ali of which seemed to/ 


please him very much.

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The Slave Trade in Egypt. 

The Paris Debats reviews an interest- 
ing account of his voyage to the two 
Niles, in 1860 and 1864, just written by 
M, Guillaume Lejean. Such a book, the 
Debats observes, is particularly worthy 
of remark in France, where a taste for 
voyages and for geography is by no 
means general, and where people readily 
believe that Bucharest is the capital of 
Bokhara. M. Lejean’s discoveries as to 
the extent to which the slave trade is 
carried on in these regions are especially 
valuable. Khartoum, at the northern 
extremity of the Great Delta, may be 
considered, he tells us, one of the chief 
centers of-this odious traffic. The deal- 
ers settled there under pretence of trad- 


pense small corps d’armee on slave-re- 
crulting expeditions among the unhappy 
negroes and their wives and children. 
From Khartoum the slaves are very 
often sent to Massowah, to be transported 
thence by Djedah to the Arabian penir- 
sula. M. Lejean calculates that, be- 
tween [858 and 1862, about six thousand 
slaves a year have been poured into the 
Egyptian territory along the course of 
the White river, and that since then this 
total bas reached the enormous figure cf 
fifteen thousand. Europe has protested, 
but in answer to her remonstrances the 
Kizgyptisan government contents itself 
with remarking that the traffic is abol-

THE NEW SENATE. | 

A caucus of the Republican Senators 
will be held soon after the meeting of the 
Forty-first Congress for the purpose of 
revising the committees and marking 
out the business of the new session. 
Fifteen new Senators, most of whom are 
already in the city, will take their seats 
on the 4th of March, and the places of 
the retiring members on the committees 
will have to be supplied. There will be 
five vacant ckxairmanships, namely:

GEORGIA AND LOUISIANA. 

Respecting the Georgia and Louisiana 
certificates of election, itis understood | 
that the Clerk of the House will hold 
that they are imperfect. The Georgia 
credentials do not certify that the parties 
were elected to the Forty-first Congress, 
and the Louieiana credentia!s do not cer- 
tify that the claimants were elected at 
all. The law requires that credentials, 
to be valid, shall particularly set forth 
these facta. It looks as though these 
omissions were by design. Aljll these 
questions will be submitted to the House. 

GRANT AND THE SOUTHRONS. 

“The crowd of visitors at Gen. Grant’s 
headquarters to-day was larger than at 
any preceding day since his election. 
The committes appointed by the caucus 
of the Southern Congresemen and 
others, held a day or two ago, called ina 
body to pay their respects and to urge 
the appointment of some Southern man 
in the Cabinet. Gen. Grant received the 
committee with as much warmth as he 
usually exhibits, assuring them that he 
would endeavor to have affairs properly 
administered in the South during his ad- 
ministration. Hesaid that Gen. Sheri- 
dan would probably remain in the West 
for the present, but that he would have 
decent military men in command of the 


Southern departments. 

Ssveral days since the Republican 
members representing ths Southern 
States, together with those from Mis- 
gouri and West Virginie, appointed a 
Committee of ope from each of these 
?>States, to call on Gen. Grant and ex- 
press to him their hope and confidence 
that under his administration the Union 
mén of the South would be fally pro- 
tected. In accordance with the arrange- 
ment the Commitive had an interview 
to-day with Gen. Grant, and after the 
customary salutation, they said they 
simply called to pay their respects, and 
to repeat the desire above mentioned, of 
the meeting at whose instance they were 
appointed. Gen, Grant replied that he 
hoped his Administration would be cuf- 
ficient for the purpose, and that he 
would endeavor to make it so.

MAJOR EARLE. 


The Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


Continuation of the Case. 


The hearing of the application of Maj 
Earle for release from custody on a writ 
of habeas corpus, was resumed in the 
Court of Common Law yesterday after- 
ao0on at 3 o’clock. Arguments were 
made by Judge Wright, Maj. Beecher, 
Judge Brown and Judge P.erce, and the 
further hearing was postponed until this 
evening at3 o’clock. The general im- 
pression is that Maj. Earle will be re- 
leased. 

We called attention yesterday morn- 
ing in our account of the arrest and sub- 
sequent proceedings, to the shameless, 
cowardly and lying forgery in the Post 
of the previous evening, and we stated 
ihat the document published in the Post 
was mutilated by the reporter (if euch a 
creature can be called a reporter), with 
the deliberate and wilful intention of 
prejudicing the public against Maj. 
Earle. We now reiterate this charge,- 
and bring the Post itself as proof of the 
assertion. 

The Post's most veracious account of 
the affair ie headed, in sensation style, 
“The Grand Cyclops Captured—Arrest 
of J. F. Earle, the Alleged Commander 
of the Ku-Klux Kian of Crittenden 
Written in His Own Handwriting Found 
on His Person—A Panic “ors the K. 
K.’s in the City.’’ After detailing the 
maoner of the arrest, the clubbing of the 
prisoner (which the police deny), the 
Post goes on tosay: “On arriving at 
the stationhouse his person was searched 
and a quantity of papers found in hie 
osseesion, Which are of themselves the 
strongest evidence of the correctness of 
the charges upon which he was arrested. 
Among the papers the following copy of 
the order, written and signed in his own 
hand, disbanding the Ku-Kiux Kian, 
indicates that his rank in that mysteri- 
ous order was sufficient to warrant him 
in the issuing of the paper: 

‘‘ Hereafter the association known as 
the Ku-Kiox Kilan-—in Crittenden 
county, and all other parts of the State— 
will be disbanded. This is done in order 
to and by recent enaztment on the part 
of the State, in restoring civil law and 


order in the county. order, 
JOSIAH F. EARLE.” 


The Police Clerk, who copied the 
above from the original, failed, by over- 
sight, to take the date. - E> 
Tbe APPEAL’s denunciation of this 
gross, un“ushing and monstrous wrong 
brought forth the following iu yesterday 
evening’s Post : 
‘+ We have received the following doc- 
‘ument from Mr. Earle, which we cheer- 
fully give place, aud which he assures us 
to have been the only document relating 
to the Ku. Kiux found in his possession : 
“ MEMPHIS, TENN., February 25, 1869.

THE SELMA RAILROAD. 


Meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce, 


Speech of Gen. Forrest, Presi- 
dient of the Road, 


The meeting calle! at the Chamber of 
Commerce last evening was well at- 
tended by the merchants, bankers and 
business men of the city. Mr. Pickett 
in the absence of President Cherry, called 
the meeting to order, and stated its ob- 
ject to beto appoint delegates to visit 
Selma on the 8th inst. in response to an 
invitation from the Cbamber of Com- 
merce of that city. He introduced Gen. 
Forrest, who said that he had been work- 
ing earnestly and constantly for months 
past to build the road from here 
to Selma. He had raised $200,000 
on the line of the road in way 
of subscription, and he had met 
the greatest encouragement every where. 
Okoiona had subscribed $60,000; Monroe 
county as much, and every county and 
town had contributed liberally. vers- 
thing is in good working order and the 
road can be built in six months from this 
time. Thereis no guestion but that it 
will be doneiu eighteen months. The 
small roads from Selma to Cahaba and 
from Macon to Greensboro, have been 
purchased at one-fourth of their original 
cost; the iron is to be removed and 
piaced on the road from Selma to Oko- 
lopa. The Chamber of Commerce and 
Board of Aldermen of that city are 
alive and busy in advancing the enter- 
prise; and everywhere on @e way the 
work is proceeding vigorously. The 
Georgia Central Railroad from Savannah 


to the latter city from Central: Georgia. 
They are now endorsing bonds to com- 
pletethe roadon to Selma, and they 
expect to complete it from Montgomery 
tothat city by next September. . 

If we of Memphis stand atill and do 
not move in matters that are vital to our 
interests, while other cities geo forward 
and build roads all around, hemming us 
in like a spider’s net, we will soon be 
like the fly in the fable of the spider and 
fly—we will be caught fast, and while 
unusable to move, our life-blood will be 
sapped away from u. Other cities are 
already bidding for the business of the 
interior. He bad seen sgents from their 
business houses everywhere he went, so- 


belongs and should come here. 

Hol.y Springs sent 15,000 balesof cotton 
eastward this year. Memphis should 
have received itinstead. If the railroad 
was built from here through to that point 
we would not have lost this trade; and 
if St. Louis and other cities surround us 
with roads, taking our trade entirely 
away, We will have ourselves to blame 
for it. Mobile is doing all in her pow- 
er to develop and control the lines look- 
ing to the coal and iron flelds of central 
Alabama.

He had been informed that it was very 
difficult to get our business men to come 
tothe Chamber of Commerce and con- 
tribute to its sustenance and support. 
Selma could get thirty or forty of her 
citizens and merchants togetuer any- 
time to transact theiy business, and at 
the cloee of the war she was a little in- 
significant town hardly koown. But 
she contained a live, active and busy 
working population. She is now pras- 
pering rapidiy, and her enterprising peo- 
ple are building houses, improving their 
city, developing the country around 
them, and workiog like. beavers for the 
advancement of their city and to in- 
crease its trade. 

We must do something in the same 
way, apd not manifcst an iaodiffsrent 
feeltuy towards every public enterprtes. 
We sinould endeavor to buiid up and fos- 
ter them, keep up the organization of the 
Chamber of Commerce, attend its busi- 
ness meetings, and imake. 
for its improvement. If we ridicule it, 
refuse to contribute the small daes neces- 
gary for its support, and fail to keep it 
going, it will die a natural death, and 
our city, when she becomes 
poor that she cannot sustain 
such an organization will surely bein a 
pitiable condition, and Memphis will 
certainly deserve to become as dead an 
institution as the Chamber of Commerce 
willbe. It is the only means you have 
of sending the uaited voices of your 
business men over the couatry. Ite in- 
fluences are greater than you imagine; 
its records and statistics are alone of 
great value to your merchants and citi- 
zens, and also people abroad. It gives 
tone, pepucetion and character to. your 
city, and you should sureiy continue it— 
make it vigorous and prosperous—and 
through it increase the influence of your 
city. 

Gen. Forrest closed by saying he had 
resided bere ali his life, had made money 
here, and hoped to prosper in the future, 
as his business experiepce led him to be- 
lieve he would do.

[It will be remem- 
bered that the bill came from the Senate 
on Saturday last, when a motion was 
made to appoint a joint committee of 
conference to take into consideration 
what was regarded by some members of 
the House as an objectionable provision 
to the bill.] 

The ,moiion to reconsider prevailed, 
and the bill with the Senate amend- 
roents passed just before the motion to 
adjourn sine die. 

‘The bill is now a law. The following 
is the text in fuil: ) 

SECTION 1. Be it therefore enacted by 
General Assembly of the State of 
Tennessee, That an act. March 
13, 1868, to amend the revenue laws of 
the Siate be, ard the same is hérolly 
amended so that ou all merchandise pur- 
chased for sale by merchants a tax of 
one and one-half of one per cent. shall 
be assessed on its Invoice cost at the 
place where purchased, unless the tax 
on the same has once been paid to the 
State, in which case no additional! tax 
shall be paid. 

See. 2. Be it further enacled, That 
the tax referred to ip the first section 
of this act shall not be levied upon or 
collected from any of the products, or 
apy article manufactured withia the 


‘State from the products of the State of 


‘Tennessee, in the hands of the manufac- 
turer or producer, 

S:c. 3. Be it further enacted, That so 
much of said act of March 13, 1868, as 
refers to express wagons, drays, transfer 
wagons and carts, shall not be construed 
as to include vehicles ether than wagons, 
drays and cars regularly in the business 
of expressage and transfer; all hacks, 
carriages or vehicles run for pay, a priv- 
ilege tax of five dollars. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That 
section five ef the said act of March 13, 
1888, so far as said section relates to bro- 
kers of real estate, be amended as fol- 
lows: Brokers of real estate, including 
all contracts for rents or sale of houses or 
lands, carried on as a regular business, 
either for pay or commission, shali be 
deemed a broker of real estate, and shail 
pay a privilege tax of fifty dollars, and 
one-half of one per cent. on the com- 
mission derived from euch sales or rents, 
And any person or persons contravenin 
any of the provisions of this act shal 
forfeit and pay to the S:ate not less than 
fifty nor more than five hundred dollars 
for eaeh and every offsnce, at the discre- 
tion of the court, to be recovered in the 
name of the State by the Clerk of the 
County Court; Provided that owners of 
real estate or houses and lands shall not 
be deemed brokere; nor shall adminis- 
trators doing business in the settlement 
of estates, nor guardians doing bu:ziness 
for their wards be included in this act. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That so 
much of section 5, chapter 79, of the acts 
of 1867-8, as impose a privilege tax of 
tweaty-five dollars upon ‘ retail dealers 
in spirite, wines, ale, beer or other malt 
liquors,’’ be so amended as to impcse a 
privilege tax of one hundred dollara upon 
all dealers in spirits, wines, ale, beer or 
other malt liquors, in addition te the 
present taxes on merchants, and the duty 
of taking out licenee, ; 

Bec 6. Be it further enacted, That sec- 
tion 5 of the said act of March 13, 1568, 
in so far as the same relates to, or affects 
express Companies, be amended as fol- 
lows, to-wit ; All express companie; shall 
take cut an annual license, and pay a tax 
therefor of five hundred dollars, where 
the distance over which their ilnes ex- 
tend is one hundred . miles or leas; and 
when their lines extend overa distance
